Plan

Town CAO, Brian Irvine and 
Chris McKenna, Town director 
of Operations, have been work¬ 
ing together on planning a full 
assessment of the Town of 
Didsbury. 

“I have an Infrastructure 
Management Plan,” said 
Irvine. “First we are gathering 
equipment, and assessing lines, 
concrete, and pavement.” 

The plan is to assess these 
things throughout town using 
new equipment, and a skilled 
team. Once these things are 
assessed it is decided what 
needs to be fixed first, and how 
much it will cost. 

The town has been divided 
into six quadrants, to help 
break it down into smaller sec¬ 
tions. 

“I have a time line in my 
head,” said Irvine. “A five and 
ten year time line. This month 
we are walking the concrete. I 
have gone out with Chris 
(McKenna) a few times to look 
at the hot spots.” 

The real hazards they are 
looking for are the ones that 
could cause someone to slip, 
trip or fall. 

This month the Town is also 
looking at the drainage prob¬ 
lems.

Hit and run investigation continues

A 22-year-old man remains 
in serious condition in a 
Calgary hospital where he was 
airlifted by S.T.A.R.S, after he 
was the victim of a hit and run 
last weekend along 10th Ave. 
south, near Carriage Lane, in 
Carstairs. 

The same road which the un¬ 
named 22-year-old male was 
struck on the Town of Carstairs 


has been lobbying the Province 
for lighting along that road. 

Last Saturday evening, June 
5, at about 10:50 p.m. the 22- 
year-old man was supposedly 
struck as he was walking down 
10th Ave. south by a 33-year- 
old Crossfield man, who fled 
from the scene, but turned him¬ 
self into RCMP the following 
day. 

Witnesses of the incident 
told police that the vehicle did 


not stop, immediately departing 
southbound from the scene. 

“He left in the same direc¬ 
tion he was headed and no one 
was in the position to follow,” 
said Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Gerry 
Tonn. 

STARS was called in imme¬ 
diately due to the seriousness 
of the man’s condition. 

A Carstairs resident who 
asked that her name be with 
held was second on the scene. 


and says that coming up to the 
22-year-old unconscious male 
was probably one of the scari¬ 
est things she has ever encoun¬ 
tered. 

“We just got there minutes 
after it happened and the peo¬ 
ple that were there before us, 
they asked us if we saw a truck 
pull into Carriage Lane... 
(which we didn’t),” the un¬ 
named woman said. “So, it 
must have happened just min¬ 


utes before we got there. We 
were there before the fireman 
and before the police and before 
the ambulance... us and an¬ 
other car.” 

Tonn won’t confirm if RCMP 
believe that alcohol is a related 
factor to the youth walking 
down the road, and wouldn’t 
confirm if he was down the mid¬ 
dle of the road, but witnesses 
sav that he was.

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Bell brother in court

One of two twin brothers 
charged with attempted 
murder and aggravated as¬ 
sault after a 92-year-old Car- 
stairs woman was dropped 
on her head in March has 
made his first appearance in 
Didsbury provincial court. 

Stuart Bell, 48, made a two- 
minute appearance before 
Judge Robert Wilkins on Mon¬ 
day. Bell’s brother Kenneth 
Bell was not present at the 
hearing. 

During the court appear¬ 
ance, Stuart Bell’s defence 


counsel requested and was 
granted a publication ban on cer¬ 
tain conditions of the accused’s 
bail release. 

Both the accost'd tut 1 scheduled 
to be back in court later this 
month for plea. 

Following court, Stuart de¬ 
clined to comment on the case. 

Police say the victim was 
grabbed and held upside down be¬ 
fore being dropped on the floor of 
her Cai-stairs home on March 3. 
She received neck and back inju¬ 
ries. The Bells each face a maxi¬ 
mum penalty of life imprisonment 
if convicted on t he attempted 
murder charge.

A Sundre man has been 
sentenced to a $862 fine af¬ 
ter pleading guilty to driv¬ 
ing with a blood alcohol 
level exceeding 80 milli¬ 
grams per cent. 

Darcy Earl Conway was 
picked up in Sundre on 
April 3, 2004 at about 10:00 
a.m. after police noticed he 
wasn’t wearing a seatbelt. 

The attending officer no¬ 
ticed he had glassy eyes and 
was swaying when standing. 
He blew 140 milligrams per 
cent twice and will subse¬ 
quently lose his license for 
a year. 


Ran over pylon at 
checkstop 

A Caroline area man who 
ran over a pylon at a 
checkstop was fined $690 
and will not be driving for a 
year. 

John Reginald Dean 
pleaded guilty to operating 
a motor vehicle with a blood 
alcohol exceeding 80 milli¬ 
grams per cent. 

On May 20 he was pulled 
over during a routine 
checkstop in Caroline. Po¬ 
lice asked for a roadside 
breath sample which he 
failed. His blood alcohol 
level measured at 120 milli¬ 
grams per cent. 


Welfare fraud adds 90- 
days to sentence 

A Mountain View County 
man had another 90-days 
tacked on his sentence after 
pleading guilty to fraud un¬ 
der $5000. 

Kris Neegaard it was dis¬ 
covered had been collecting 
welfare checks while in cus¬ 
tody at the Calgary Remand 
Center on another matter.

“(The people who arrived 
right before us) said they were 
sitting with him in the bar 
watching the hockey game. So, 
whether he was walking in the 
middle of the road we aren’t 
sure,” the woman added. 

The woman says that her 
neighbour across the street 
from her home, who has a view 
of the highway (10th Ave. 
south), where the 22-year-old 
was struck, says he saw the 
young man get struck by the 
vehicle. 

“There was one guy who 
lives in the houses over here, 
across from us, and he said he 
was walking to his bedroom and 
he said he saw it... he saw the 
truck hit him and he saw him 
fly up into the air,” she ex¬ 
plained. 

The woman says that she 
can’t stop thinking of the 
young man, who is still in seri¬ 
ous condition at the Foothills 
Hospital in Calgary, and says 
she just prays that he will re¬ 
cover. 

“Just to see him lying there 
was devastating and we saw his 
sneakers in the ditch... I couldn’t 
get that picture out of my mind 
for days,” she added. 

Sgt. Tonn says that both the 
name of the 22-year-old as well 
as the 33-year-old are not be¬ 
ing released at this time be¬ 
cause the matter is still under 
investigation. 

“The fact of the matter is 
that it remains under investi¬ 
gation,” Tonn said. 

Tonn says that the 33-year- 
old male would have been in a 
lot less trouble, if he would have 
stopped at the scene to accept 
responsibility. 

“The thing that gets this guy 
in serious trouble is he hit and 
then ran,” Tonn said. 

The 33-year-old male has 
been charged with failing to re¬ 
main at the scene of an acci¬ 
dent where bodily hard has oc¬ 
curred. 

When asked if alcohol was a 
factor in the hit and run, Tonn 
answered, “That is hard to say. 
One would suspect that, 
wouldn’t they, but as to whether 
or not there was, we are pretty 
hard pressed to prove it.” 

When asked if there is any 
type of advice he can give other 
walkers who choose to walk 
down dark roads, Tonn said - it’s 
simple. 

“Don’t walk down the cen¬ 
tre of the road.” Tonn couldn’t 
give an exact update on the 22- 
year-old male’s condition except 
that, “he’s still in very serious 
condition.” 

The Town of Carstairs for 
the last few months has been 
lobbying the Provincial govern¬ 
ment for lighting along 10th 
Ave. south in Carstairs near the 
Carriage Lane subdivision, 
where this accident occurred. 

Currently there is no light¬ 
ing. and the road is completely 
dark at night time and the 
speed limit right before Car¬ 
riage Lane increases from 50 
km/hour up to 70 km/hour. 

“We are asking the depart¬ 
ment of highways for lighting 
for that road, but we can’t do 


anything until we hear back 
from them,” said the Town’s 
Mayor Lance Colby. 

The Town to date has sent 
two letters to the Province re¬ 
questing that lighting be con¬ 
sidered, and they have not 
heard back from the Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation to date, 
Colby said. 

“That is a Provincial issue 
because that is a Provincial 
highway. All the lighting and 
everything has to go through 
them,” Colby added. 

Bruce Atwell, operations 
manager, for Alberta Transpor¬ 
tation says that he has no 
record of the Town submitting 
letters. 

“I am not aware of any ap¬ 
plications for lighting (for that 
road),” Atwell said, who ex¬ 
plained that municipalities who 
would like lighting added to cer¬ 
tain parts of their community 
would require different studies 
to be conducted first. 

“It requires an engineer 
study. Our infrastructure peo¬ 
ple will do a study. 

It has to meet certain engi¬ 
neering warrants,” Atwell 
added. “As (well as) part of the 
process we need support from 
the local municipality and the 
MLA in the area, which usually 
isn’t an issue.” 

Atwell says that there has 
also been a letter submitted to 
Alberta Transportation by a lo¬ 
cal resident who is concerned 
about the speed limit by Car¬ 
riage Lane being 70 km/hour, 
and would like to see that re¬ 
duced to 50 km/hour. 

“Speed limit signs are regu¬ 
latory signs, so there is a proc¬ 
ess that we have to go through. 
We have to get the information 
and then re-submit our recom¬ 
mendation to our traffic people 
in Edmonton and it needs final 
approval from the Minister,” 
Atwell added. 

Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
MLA Richard Marz says he 
doesn’t necessarily know if 
lighting along 10th Ave. south 
in Carstairs would have pre¬ 
vented the accident, but says 
that the Province always takes 
these types of incidents very se¬ 
riously. 

“I can tell you any accident 
is extremely tragic and we take 
those things very seriously. To 
say that one thing is the cause 
of an accident is not necessar¬ 
ily always the case. There may 
be other mitigating factors. But, 
certainly we try to look at all 
factors... if there is something 
that can be improved then we 
certainly look at that,” Marz 
said. Marz confirmed that he 
knew about the Town’s letters 
sent to Alberta Transportation, 
and says he has sent a memo to 
the Minister of Transportation 
giving his initial support to look 
into lighting being put in along 
10th Ave. south. 

“My memo was to basically 
have transportation first come 
out and do an evaluation on the 
road to see if something needs 
to be done,” Marz added.

“We are seeing what is what, 
then prioritizing it,” said 
Irvine. “We are going to maxi¬ 
mize the money we can spend, 
by going after every grant we 
can.” 

The Town recently pur¬ 
chased a sewer camera, to go 
into the main lines and find the 
problems. 

“We bought it a month 
ago,” said Irvine. “We have 
already used it about ten 
times.” 

The goal is to have a third 
to a half of the main Didsbury 
lines shot by this fall. 

In Didsbury there are 29km 


of water mains, 33km of waste 
water mains, 8km of storm 
drainage mains, and 61km of 
road. 

The Town is ready to spend 
the money bringing not only the 
roads and lines up to par, but 
also the buildings. The Town 
recently received a $100,000 
grant after applying for a Com¬ 
munity Facility Enhancement 
Program (CFEP) grant, to as¬ 
sist with the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex renovations. The 
money will go towards the 
kitchen, flooring, heating, ven¬ 
tilation, and lighting. 

“I am not looking to ask for 


more tax money,” said Irvine. 
“I capitalize on grants.” 

The Town recently flushed 
every hydrant in town, over 
100, and will soon be flushing 
the storm drains, and turning 
all the valves in town, as part 
of the plan. 

“We want to exercise them, 
and keep them in good shape,” 
said McKenna. “It has not been 
done in a long time.” 

These assessments will con¬ 
tinue until the Town is up to 
par. 

“We are going to get this 
town looking real good,” said 
Irvine. 


Satisfaction rising within Chinook’s Edge

Parent and student satisfaction 
with quality education provided 
at Chinook’s Edge School Divi¬ 
sion (CESD) ranged between 86 
and 90 per cent; teachers rate the 
division at 99 per cent. 

During his annual presenta¬ 
tion to Chinook’s Edge School 
Board, Bruce Schollie, Schollie 
Research and Consulting, said 
CESD experienced improvement 
in 22 out of 25 categories. 

Slight declines were shown in 
special education services, over¬ 
all quality of student health and 
parents satisfied with teacher as¬ 
sistant support. 

Jim Gibbons, CESD superin¬ 
tendent said all the areas show¬ 
ing a decline in percentages are 
related to special education in one 
way or another. 

Concerning special education, 
Schollie explained results could 
have been affected by the less than 
normal response. 

“A much smaller sample re¬ 
plied this year and we aren’t sure 
how that affected it,” he said. 

Gibbons said everyone in¬ 
volved with education is feeling 
the pinch when it comes to spe¬ 
cial needs students. 

“We (Trustees and administra¬ 
tion ) felt we were challenged with 
providing complete services for 
special needs children due to a 
shortfall in provincial funding. 
This must have been a province¬ 
wide issue because the govern¬ 
ment put money towards special 
education in January, fully fund¬ 
ing all high needs students.” 


Gibbons said he is hopeful the 
additional funding will add services 
to students of CESD and increased 
satisfaction results will lie shown in 
in next year’s survey. 

Gibbons reminds people that 
CESD results are still significantly 
above the provincial average. 

“We were rated in the top four 
school divisions in the province 
when it comes to improving stu¬ 
dent learning. The Schollie sur¬ 
vey gives us just another piece of 
evidence that our focus on con¬ 
tinual improvement is making a 
difference for students,” said Gib¬ 
bons. He credits all the success in 
CESD to their teachers. 

“It is the teachers who do the 
front line work and make it good 
for everyone.” 

Another area showing decline 
was the percentage of staff satis¬ 
fied with the overall quality of stu¬ 
dent health services. 

Gibbons said that percentage 
declined from 84, in 2001, up to 
90 in 2002 and 87 in 2003/04. 

CESD partners with the prov¬ 
ince to deliver student health pro¬ 
grams. 

The third area showing de¬ 
crease in percentage was parents 
satisfied with teacher’s assistant 
support. 

In this area. Gibbons said the 
division will again be challenged 
next year because of layoffs in 
teacher assistants' positions due 
to budget cutbacks. 

“We will tie challenged again 
next year because we will have 
fewer teachers assistants. Again, 
this one really fits with the first 
(special education services). If you 


don’t have enough money to hire 
teachers assistants you won’t have 
as many,” said Gibbons. 

He wonders how next year’s 
survey results will reflect this di¬ 
vision doing more with less 
money. 

Satisfaction with overall edu¬ 
cation was good. 

“Teachers may have given a 
higher percentage in this category 
because they get to know the in¬ 
side of education. I feel they are 
rating the division very highly. 
It must mean they feel they are 
supported in a way that ena¬ 
bles them to deliver high qual¬ 
ity education.” 

In the safe and caring 
schools category, students rat¬ 
ings increased from 83 per cent 
in 2001/02 to 85 per cent in 
2002/03 and 87 per cent in 2003/ 
04. 

Teachers and parents also 
showed increases in the same 
category rating schools as high 
as 96 and 88 per cent respec¬ 
tively. 

The Schollie survey provides 
critical feedback for monitoring 
process toward meeting educa¬ 
tion goals outlined in the three- 
year-plans and highlighting 
areas of strength and those 
needing improvements at the 
school and jurisdiction level. 

Teachers administered stu¬ 
dent surveys in class, parent 
surveys were taken home by 
students or mailed. 5,232 par¬ 
ent surveys and 1,437 student 
surveys were distributed. 
They had a return rate of 27 
per cent.

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four years, which concerned some 
trustees. 

With the Provincial govern¬ 
ments initiative to have SuperNet 
brought to each and every commu¬ 
nity, this should allow the technol¬ 
ogy abilities for all schools to level 
out a little bit. 

“When we get SuperNet, hope¬ 
fully we will see some (substantial) 
savings, so we can spend more 
money in other areas (of technol¬ 
ogy),” Gibbons said. 

Despite the entire Board sup¬ 
porting cutting over 40 support 
staffing positions, some Trustees 
were hesitant.“The support staff are 
key in schools and so many teach¬ 
ers rely on them,” said Trustee 
Jackie Swainson. 

Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills MLA 


Richard Marz says that he under¬ 
stands the financial pressures that 
all school boards - like CESD - face, 
but says that the Provincial treas¬ 
ury has a huge list of responsibili¬ 
ties so to increase education spend¬ 
ing, without careful considerat ion, 
wouldn’t be fair to other areas. 

“We need to look at what we can 
do with all departments. It’s a ques¬ 
tion of providing balance. We need 
to look at needs first and wants sec¬ 
ond,” Marz said. 

“There are also strains in trans¬ 
portation issues, there are also a 
number of issues from taxpayers 
that feel their taxes are too high and 
there is pressure on them. I am also 
hearing that people don’t want 
their taxes to increase... that’s all 
part of the balance,” Marz added. 


10 teachers just won’t have their 
contracts re-newed. 

Some of the teachers which 
won’t see their contracts re-newed 
are new teachers, Gibbons said, 
who are usually signed on for a one 
year initial contract. “We just 
aren’t re-newing their contracts,” 
Gibbons said. 

Long-term contracts between 
the board and teachers is still what 
would make the budgeting process 
for schools easier. Brassard said. 
“Longterm contracts is what would 
make this whole process so much 
easier,” Brassard said. “If we knew 
what the costs for our teachers were 
going to be for the long term it 
would make future planning a lot 
easier.” 

Currently, teachers contracts 
with the board go year by year. The 
teachers within CESD have been 
without a contract since last Au¬ 
gust, and there is a strike threat 
hanging over CESD by the local Al¬ 
berta Teachers Association #17 
union. 

Some of the concerns which 
CESD board trustees have is the 
lack of programming in some 
schools as well as there being no 
increase to technology for the past 
few years. 

“We continue to say - we can’t 
do it because we are rural. We 
should be saying - how can we do 
it, with the programming and fund¬ 
ing that we do have,” said Trustee 
Sandy Chalmers. 

CESD, due to budget contracts, 
hasn’t seen an increase to their 
technology spending for the past 


“We have looked at everything.” 

The board has experienced chal¬ 
lenging budgets the past few years, 
but in past years they have had re¬ 
serves to fall back onto - which they 
don’t have this year. 

Last Wednesday the board and 
top administrators went line by line 
through certain parts of the central 
office budget to try to come up with 
$455,000 that can be cut from the 
budget. 

CESD will be transferring dol¬ 
lars from other departments to try 
to balance the 2004/2005 operating 
budget, as well as axing many 
things such as certain positions and 
axing some programs all together 
to try to come up with the $455,000 
figure, which they need in order to 
balance the budget. 

One of the major savings, which 
accounts for nearly a $100,000 sav¬ 
ings for the division is the cutting 
of the division principals position. 

'The primarily role of the division 
principal is to evaluate the new 
teachers which are on the staff of 
CESD. 

“When you have fewer students, 
then you are hiring fewer new 
teachers, so the need for the divi¬ 
sion principal decreases,” Gibbons 
explained. “For the teachers that do 
need to be elevated...that workload 
will be picked up by central office 
staff.” Gibbons says that there 
won’t be any actual lay-offs in the 
downsizing of their teaching staff. 

To date CESD has received 15 
requests for early retirement, there 
have been a few teachers which 
have resigned, and approximately

Chinook’s Edge School Division 
(CESD) was forced this past week 
to cut nearly another half a million 
dollars from their central office 
budget in an effort to balance the 
upcoming school division budget. 

Among cutting half a million 
dollars from services which CESD 
currently offers in an effort to keep 
as many teachers on staff, the 
school division is estimating they 
will have 200 fewer students for the 
coming year, as well as 27 fewer 
teaching positions and 40 or more 
support staffing positions - like 
teachers aides and secretarial jobs - 
for the upcoming school year. 

Jim Gibbons, CESD Superin¬ 
tendent, explained that with 200 
fewer students expected for the 
upcoming school year the number 
of teachers required decreases right 
away. 

“If you take away 200 students 
you already have 12 or 13 teachers 
you don’t need,” he said. 

When Gibbons was asked if the 
other 13 or 14 teaching positions 
which will be cut will have an im¬ 
pact on the classroom, he says that 
there will be some challenges but 
none that should make the quality 
of learning within CESD any less. 

“It’s going to be a definite chal¬ 
lenge,” he said. “(But) we should 
be able to maintain our class sizes 
that are (currently) below Provin¬ 
cial averages.” 

The board as well as CESD ad¬ 
ministration are labeling this year’s 
budget, ‘as the toughest budget 
which CESD has ever been forced 
with.’ 

“By far this is the toughest 
budget which I have worked on, 
since I have been here,” said Gib¬ 
bons. 

The board for CESD was asked 
last week, as part of budget delib- 
erations, to approve cutting 
$455,000 from central office budg¬ 
ets. 

“Centrally we just have to do 
more with less,” Gibbons said. 
“Some of the directors and coordi¬ 
nators will have to pick up more of 
the workload.” 

Gibbons says that administra¬ 
tion have been working hard on try¬ 
ing to find $455,000 which can be 
cut, as they would prefer to make 
cuts which won’t make that big of 
an impact on the classroom rather 
than cutting teaching positions. 

“This board wants to make sure 
that money gets to the classrooms,” 
Gibbons said. “I think what the 
board wanted to do is keep as many 
teachers in front of students... when 
times are tough.” 

“This is as realistic as we can 
make it. We have gone through 
every item (in the budget) line by 
line,” said CESD board chairman, 
Roy Brassard.

The Old Missionary 
Church is completely 
gone now, but pieces of 
it have been passed on, 
and there are even some 
still available. 

A deal was made be¬ 
tween CLT, the owners 
of the land and the 
building, Herman 
Dorin, and Jason 
Whitfield. CLT needed 
the building off the 
land, so the deal was 
made if Dorin and 
Whitfield tore it down, 
they could have the 
pieces. 

“We looked at mov¬ 
ing it intact,” said 
Whitfield. "But we had 
limited time, plus it 
was just too expensive 


and too big.” 

The building was so 
high, that moving it 
intact meant lifting the 
transmission line in 
town. Instead, the two 
men decided taking it 
off in pieces. They di¬ 
vided it into 16 foot sec¬ 
tions, and took it apart 
that way. 

Afterwards people 
came and got different 
pieces of the old Church. 

The men are now sell¬ 
ing the building as is, or 
intact. 

“If someone wanted 
it, we would definitely 
put it back together for 
them,” said Whitfield.

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NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

Armed Robbers 


Dear family and friends. 

Armed robbers seem to be 
targeting missionary com¬ 
pounds - not individuals as 
much as institutions. 

In the last several months 
the Baptist guesthouse, another 
mission school, a theological 
college, and just last week 
Hillcrest have had armed rob¬ 
bers. This makes us a bit ap¬ 
prehensive. The police here are 
amazing. If you can’t find the 
people who are doing the rob¬ 
bing, arrest the people who 
were robbed. So they arrested 
ten of the Hillcrest guards and 
kept them in jail for five days. 
Of course, they interrogated 
them (ie. beat them) and there 
was the threat that they would 
come make more arrests. 

The bad thing was that the 
robbery happened Wednesday 
night and Thursday the Super¬ 
intendent, business manager 
and elementary principal all left 
the country. The high school 
principal left the weekend before 
and the only other administra¬ 
tor around left a few days later, 
before the guards were let out of 
jail. Two Baptist missionaries, 
Mike Stonecypher and Larry 
Taylor, ended up getting in¬ 
volved. Mike is the Hillcrest 
board chairman and they were 
no other missionaries to help 
out. 

The school superintendent 
left before the police had even 
said they could repair the doors 
and clean up, so that left no one 
to authorize doing the things 
that needed to be done. The 


business manager hadn’t really 
even started yet. The old one 
had left and the new one, Mr. 
Bhide, had been in for a couple 
weeks of training but is not re¬ 
ally starting until mid-July. 
About 20,000 dollars in naira 
and US dollars were stolen. The 
armed robbers came to the busi¬ 
ness manager’s house at about 
1:30 in the morning, holding a 
gun to the head of one of the 
guards. They said they would 
shoot the guard if Mr. Bhide 
didn’t come open the safe - so of 
course he went. Jennifer Bhide 
really thought she would not see 
her husband alive again after he 
went with them. But they didn’t 
hurt him at all though they did 
beat up the guards a bit, espe¬ 
cially the one that tried to resist. 
Pray for safety for all the mis¬ 
sionaries serving in Nigeria. 

Last Thursday we went out to 
Miango, a mission conference 
center. We joined the Baptist 
mission for their spiritual re¬ 
treat. It was a really good week¬ 
end. 

We really enjoyed the time. 
We had several long prayer 
times as well as teaching times 
led by different people. They 
were also times for recreation, 
fellowship and just to rest. It was 
a good time to relax after the end 
of the semester. 

We are going back to Miango 
tomorrow for our annual mission 
meeting. After that we will go to 
Abuja to take Lois Fuller to the 
airport.

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QUESTION: What can you tell us about the differ¬ 
ences between Type I and Type II kids? I have one of 
each and want to understand them. 

DR. DOBSON: First, you should know that these 
characteristics are not highly correlated with intelli¬ 
gence. By that, I mean there are bright children who 
are at the flighty end of the scale, and there are slow- 
learning individuals who are highly motivated. The pri¬ 
mary difference between them is a matter of tempera¬ 
ment and maturity, although there are more smart kids 
in the Type I category. 

Second, Type II children are not intrinsically infe¬ 
rior to Type I. Yes, it would be wonderful if every stu¬ 
dent used the talent he or she possessed to best advan¬ 
tage. But each child is a unique individual. Kids don't 
fit the same mold — nor do they need to. Education is 
important today, and we want our boys and girls to go 
as far as they can academically. But let's keep our goals 
in proper perspective. It is possible that the low 
achiever will outperform the academic superstar in the 
long run. There are many examples of that occurring in 
the real world (Einstein, Edison, Eleanor Roosevelt, 
etc.). Don't write off that disorganized, apparently lazy 
kid as a lifelong loser. He may surprise you. 

Third, you will never turn a Type II youngster into a 
Type I scholar by nagging, pushing, threatening and 
punishing. It isn't in him. If you try to squeeze him into 
something he's not, you will only produce aggravation 
for yourself and anger from the child. These attempts 
can fill a house with conflict. I have concluded that it is 
simply not worth the price it extracts. 

I am certainly not recommending that children be al¬ 
lowed to float through life, avoiding responsibility and 
wasting their opportunities. My approach to the undera¬ 
chiever can be summarized in these suggestions: 

— No. 1: He lacks the discipline to structure his life. 
Help him generate it. Systematize his study hours. Look 
over his homework to see that it is neat and complete, 
etc. 

— No. 2: Maintain as close contact with the school as 
possible. The more you and your child's teacher com¬ 
municate, the better. Only then can you provide the 
needed structure. 

— No. 3: Avoid anger in the relationship. It does not 
help. Those parents who become most frustrated and 
irritated often believe their child's irresponsibility is a 
deliberate thing. Usually it is not. Consider the prob¬ 
lem a matter of temperament rather than defiance. 

— No. 4: Seek tutorial assistance if necessary to stay 
on track. 

-- No. 5: Having done what you can to help, accept 
what comes in return. Go with the flow and begin look¬ 
ing for other areas of success for your child. 

Let me say it once more: Not every individual can be 
squeezed into the same mold. There is room in this 
world for the creative "souls" who long to breathe free. 
I'll bet some of you parents approached life from the 
same direction. 

QUESTION: Should a college-educated woman feel 
that she has wasted her training if she chooses not to 
use it professionally? I mean, why should I bother to go 
through school to be a professional if I'm going to wind 
up raising kids and being a full-time homemaker? 

DR. DOBSON: A person doesn't go to college just to 
prepare for a line of work -- or at least, that shouldn't 
be the reason for being there. The purpose for getting a 
college education is to broaden your world and enrich 
your intellectual life. Whether or not it leads to a ca¬ 
reer is not the point. Nothing invested in the cultiva¬ 
tion of your own mind is ever really wasted. If you have 
the desire to learn and the opportunity to go to school, 
I think you should reach for it. Your career plans can 
be finalized later.

Provincial Body Building champion from Didsbury

Didsbury’s own Brad Lausen 
recently took second place in the 
Southern Alberta Body Building 
Championship, in both the Mas¬ 
ters and Middle Weight competi¬ 
tion. 

This was Lausen’s second year 
competing in the competition, last 
year he took ninth place. 

“I changed my diet, and now 
do more cardio,” said Lausen. 
“You should also read everything, 
never listen to one person, try dif¬ 
ferent things and find out what 
works for you.” 

Lausen’s diet the first year did 
not work for him, the one he chose 
to do this year was completely dif¬ 
ferent, and this one worked. 

Lausen, who weighs 158 
pounds, came in second to a man 
who weighed 42 pounds more than 
him. The third place winner 
weighed in at 230 pounds. 

Each contestant is pre-judged. 
They then take the stage and do 
mandatory poses, then their per¬ 
sonal routines, which go for 60 
seconds, then they finish off with 
seven more mandatory poses. Cer¬ 
tain individuals are also asked to 
pose against each other. 

This provincial competition 
took place on June 5th at the Jack 
Singer Hall in Calgary. In total 
there were 60 competitors. 

“I was probably the lightest 
guy in the middle weights,” said 
Lausen, who has trained for this 
for eight years. “I am very proud 
of how I did, but I am more proud 
of how I am rubbing off on my 
daughter.” 

Lausen’s daughter now too 
has dreams of being a body 
builder. 

“We lead a very clean life,” 
said Lausen. “No drinking, no 
drugs, and we eat very clean 
foods. We like to try and live a 
stress free lifestyle.” 

Lausen wants to pass this 
lifestyle on to his daughter, and 
also teach her that people al¬ 
ways need to take care of 
themselves, exercise keeps peo¬ 
ple younger. Lausen does not 
want to teach his daughter 
about dieting yet though, he 
feels she is too young. 

“I started exercising when I 
was young, and then I stopped 
when I was about 20 years 
old,” said Lausen. “I started 
again when I was 30.” 

Lausen presently works out 
about four times a week. When 
he is training, that increased 
to everyday. 

“For cardio, walking is defi¬ 
nitely my preference,” said 
Lausen. “Most body builders 
walk, it is all about duration.” 

Lausen works out at both 
Fitness FX, here in Didsbury, 
and at the Olds Gollege. 

“I like to do my cardio and 
tanning here,” said Lausen. 
“And my weights at the Col¬ 


lege.” 

Future goals for Lausen are 
to keep going, and to take it as 
far as he can. 

“Next year I am going to 
provincials, then maybe na¬ 
tionals,” said Lausen. “This 
year I learned so much at the 
competition, you get lots of 
good advice backstage. 

Lausen believes what he 
learned backstage last year 
benefited him this year, and 
that what he learned this year 
will go on to benefit him next 
year. 

“Other (body) builders like 
to see each other do well,” said 
Lausen. “It helps motivate 
them.” 

What helps motivate 
Lausen, he says is his family. 

Lausen will now take two 
weeks off to allow his body to 
get back to its normal state. 

His body weight was almost 
the same as last year, and his 
percent of body fat was around 
six, during the competition. 

“If I would have ended up 
anywhere in the top five I 
would have been just as 
happy,” said Lausen. “I walked 
away with two trophies.” 

Lausen would like to thank 
anyone who has listened to him 
talk about body building, be¬ 
cause he says he loves to talk 
about it, and does so often. He 
would also like to thank Dan 
Peters of Fitness FX, and his 
working out partner Ian 
Scarret. 

“Most importantly I would 
like to thank my wife and 
daughter,” said Lausen. “I 
could never have done this 
with out them by my side.”
